Within a few months the building will 
have begun of four new supérdread- 
noughts, four battle cruisers of unri- 
valed power and speed, and a large 
number of submarines, destroyers, 
auxiliaries and seaplanes ofthe most 
improved modern types. Provision has 
been -made for an immediate intrease’ 
in the naval personnel, for the enlarge- 
iment of the Naval Academy at An-, 
napolis, and for the admission annually’ 
of twenty-five enlisted men to the 
academy as midshipmen. A naval ad- 
Visory board of competent. engineers 
and scientific men has been estab- 
lished, and the navy has at length been 
provided with a General Staff. The 
statement of the Secretary of the Navy 
published yesterday dwells with partic- 
ularity upon the increase of efficiency 
in all branches of the sérvice. Perhaps 
Mr. Danizts is a little ahead of time 
in claiming success for the abolition 
of the archaic systém of promotion by |* 
‘seniority- and the adoption of the’ sys- 
tem of promotion. by merit. But the 
change has often been urged, and ‘its 
advantages are probably plainer to the

Many of his compatriots agree with 
him as to its desirability in a republic, 
But the time is not yet ripe for it. 
For the extension of the regular army, 
the Colonel demands just about what 
the.new military law provides. For 
the navy he suggests no improvement 
on the present admirable program. 
New men are. being enlisted at the 
rate of 1,000 monthly. It is estimated 
that about 12,000 of the authorized in- 
crease of 16,000 men will be enrolled 
by the end of the present fiscal year. 
Obviously, the upbuilding ofthe army 
and navy is not a partisan matter. In 
spite of the-Colonel’s thunderings, the 
Republicans will gain very little by 
ignoring the good work that has been 
done to strengthen our. naflonal de-
